to leave it. It was taxied to a spot 
at the opposite end of the termi­ 
nal.

MOSCOW (AP) — The 
Soviet Union Saturday pro­ 
posed the speedy negotiation 
of a German peace treoty at 
a step toward settling the 
West Berlin problem. It sug­ 
gested a 28-nation peace con­ 
ference in Warsaw or Prague 
within two months. 
The proposal was made in 
a 12-page note to 27 other 
countries which had fought 
against 
Hitler's 
forces 
in 
World W ar ll. 
With it the Kremlin distributed 
a 25-page proposal for a draft 
treaty for Germany which, except 
for some additions, was similar 
to a draft ordered by former For­ 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov to 
the unsuccessful Foreign Minis­ 
ters’ Conference in* Berlin In 1954. 
(U. S. officials In Washington 
and Western officials In 
Berlin 
said the proposal appeared un­ 
acceptable In Its present form.) 
One addition proposed that West 
Berlin be an unarmed free city 
until East and West Germany are 
united. The Western powers al­ 
ready have turned down the idea 
of a free city.
